Congressman A. T. Goodwyn, defeated 
candidate for governor, arrived in Birming- 
ham today from his home in Elmore coun- 
ty. He said:

Overwhelmed with Telegrams.

& CO-Operation between populists and dem- 
ocrats in the November election. 

While some of the populist leaders claim 
that democrats employed fraud in getting 
Such a iarge majority for Johnston and 
thereby broke off all claims for a co-oper- 
ation in November, still, leaders are talk- 
ing otherwise. 

Peyton Bowman tonight stated to The 
Constitution that if Johnston had really 
Carried the majority of the white counties 
the populites would affiliate with the

®t. Bowman went to the populist conven- 


tion in St. Lovis with Captain Reuben EF. 
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Kolb, and worked for Bryan's nomination 
by that body. 

J. Asa Rountree, seneral manager of The 
State Herald, tonight stated that fourteen 
of the counties which two years ago gave 
Reuben F. Kolb majorities this year have 
gone for Johnston. Goodwyn by far was 
the weaker of the two candidates named by 
the fusionists in the last two years, this 
(Jefferson) county gave a good majority 
for Johnston and the state ticket. The 
count will not be completed until morning. 
The democratic county ticket will go 
through, including Captain Frank P. 
O'Brien for sheriff. A fight was made on 
him by the American Protective Associa- 
tion, which has for membership quite a 
number of democrats. Many fears were 
entertained at first for O'Brien's election, 
but Bessemer, Pratt City, Elyton and the 
boxes returned good majorities for 
him, offsetting the populistic majorities 
in the country beats. 

Several Birmingham citizens went 
Montgomery this morning to attend a gold 
Standard meeting. They returned tonight 
and said that a state organizations has 
been effected. 

Captain J. M. Falkner, attorney for the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, was 
named as a delegate to the Indianapolis 
convention. The Birmingham goldites will 
hold a meeting next Monday evening and 
then prepare a call for goldites of the 
county to assemble in convention.

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CHANGE IN FLORIDA 
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Four Electors Are No Longer All Single 
Standard Men. 


RESIGNATIONS ARE REQUESTED 


Two Free Coinage Men Are Named for 


State Electors. 


SILVER MEN ARE ALL NOW SATISFIED 


It Is Not Likely That the Call for a 
Convention Will Be Carried 
Out. 


Jacksonville, Fla., August 4.—(Special.)— 
The silver democrats of Florida won a sig- 
nal victory today when the resignations of 
J. P. Fisher and J. F. Welborn, two gold 
electors, were presented to the state exec- 
utive committee. 

The resignations were accepted and R. A. 
Burford and F. B. Carter, two of the most 
pronounced silver men in the state, chosen 
as electors. 

This action restores the electoral ticket 
as it was formed prior to the Chicago con- 
vention, two of the electors being for gold 
and two for silver. 

After the state convention the two silver 
electors resigned and the state committee, 
which was controlled by gold men, was 
quick to fill the vacancies with two mono- 
metallists, thus making the ticket solid for 
gold. 

This action made the silver democrats 
fearful that treachery to Bryan was con- 
templated and they ordered a call issued 
for a convention of silver’s friends to con- 
sider the advisability of putting new state 
and electoral tickets in the field. 

Protests began pouring in on the state 
committee against their one-sided and sus- 
picious action and such a storm was created 
that the members of the committee re- 
quested Fisher and Welborn to resign so 
that silver men might be appointed. This 
Fisher and Welborn did and today Burford 
and Carter, whose fidelity to democratic 
principles is above suspicion, were placed 
on the ticket. 

The action of the state committee was 
entirely regular, as they were empowered 
to fill vacancies on the state or electoral 
tickets. 

It is true that the vacancies on the elec- 
toral ticket were practically created by 
force, but they were vacancies none the 
less and therefore the selection of Burfgerd 
and Carter cannot be questioned. Silver 
leadérs seem to be satisfied and it is proba- 


ble that the proposed state convention will », 23¥Y8. However, 


not materialize. 

The two gold electors on the ticket are ex- 
Chief Justice Raney and W. J. Jennings, 
the latter speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives and a cousin of the democratic 
nominee. Raney and Jennings were mem- 
bers of the state convention which left the 
financial question to the Chicago conven- 
tion and pledged the party to abide by the 
reached there. Since the Chicago 
convention both Raney and Jennings have 
announced that they bowed to the party’s 
will. 

In view of their declarations and the 
known free coinage views of Carter and 
Burfcrd, the silver leaders now feel assured 
that these men, if elected, will cast the 
four votes of Florida for Bryan and Sewall. 
The silver leaders were confirmed in this 
view tonight when Judge Raney, at a great 
ratification meeting held here, made a ring- 
ing speech in which he accepted the Chi- 
cago platform and pledged himself to do all 
in his power to carry Florida for Bryan. 

Hon. W. D. Bloxham, candidate for gov- 
ernor and a former gold man, also spoke in 
ndvocacy of the platform and Bryan. The 
silver leaders feel that the gold men are in 
line and Bryan and Sewall will get Flori- 
da’s vote.

steamer Seminole, of the Clyde line, arrived 
here from New York this morning. 

The damage to the vessel was the result 
of an encounter with monster whales. 

Soon after passing Sandy Hook Purser 
R. E. Morton says the steamer ran into 
a school of whales. Soon six of the mon- 
sters appeared almost under the ships 
bow and she crashed into one of them. 

The impact apparently broke the whales 
back and it began to spout blood. Then the 
Officers and passengers witnessed a re- 
markable sight. 

The impact apparently broke the whale’s 
drew off a short distance and dashed mad- 
ly against the vessel, causing her to trem- 
ble from stem to stem. The whales re- 
peated this performance four times and 
at each collision the Seminole quivered as 
if about to go the bottom. 

Many of the passengers were hurled to 
the deck and bruised. Several women 
fainted. So terrible was the shock that 
some .of the furniture in the saloon was 
broken from its fastenings. 

The whales were badly injured by 
collision and after the fourth 
drew away spouting blood. They tried to 
come again, but moved slowly because of 
their injuries and the vessel soon distanced 
them. It was feared the Seminole was 
badly damaged, but examination showed 
only the superficial injuries mentioned. 

The passengers say the whales were 
nearly 100 feet in length.

GUVERNOR ATKINSON SPEAKS 


Colonel Garrard Also Assists at the 
Formal Opening. 


TIDAL WAVE OF ENTHUSIASM 


Georgia’s Governor Deals with the 


Fight That Is Ahead. 


PATRIOTISM MUST MEET POLITICAL PULL 


All Lines Should Be Obliterated and 
the People Should Rally to the 
Standard—Masses

Marietta, Ga., August 4.—(Special.— 
Nearly two thousand people assembled on 
the courthouse square at Marietta today 
at noon to listen to the opening guns of 
the campaign of '96 in Georgia. 

They came from all parts of Cobb county, 
horseback. muleback and in wagons, while 
many came down the Marietta and North 
Georgia road from the mountain counties. 
Speaking had been announced to begin at 
10 o'clock in the courthouse, but was post- 
poned until 12 o'clock, by which time the 
crowd haa become so large that the court- 
house would not have held one-fifth of 
them. 

Hon. Lewis Garrard, of Muscogee, was 
scheduled to open the speaking and was to 
be followed by Governor Atkinson. When 
the morning train rolled in the governor 
and his party alighted and were driven 
in carriages to the Elmwood hotel under 
the escort of the Marietta Rifles. 

By half-past 12 an immense crowd had 
assembled on the public square. The popu- 
l'sts, taking edvantage of the postpone- 
ment of the democratic rally, had an im- 
promptu love feast of their own in the 
courthouse at 10 o’clock, which was turned 
into a Tom Watson glorification. They 
broke up, however, when Mr. Garrard 
mounted the platform on the square and 
swelled the throng of enthusiastic demo- 
crats who assembled to hear the distin- . 
guished speakers. 

When the speakers ascended the plat- 
form they stood in the presence of nearly 
two thousand people. Hon. W. R. Bower 
presided and introduced the speakers. Af- 
ter calling the meeting to order, he intro- 
duced Hon. Louis Garrard, of Muscogee, as 
the first speaker of the day—a man, he 
said, who had always been found in the 
front ranks, fighting in the cause of dem- 
ocracy. 

Garrard’s Speech. 

Colonel Garrard devoted most of his time 
to a clear and forcible argument in favor 
of bimetallism. Legislation, he said, could 
make value, and had made value. It could 
destroy value. This had been 
in numerous instances. 
Particularly had it been shown by 
the establishment of the national 
banking system, which at once put na- 
tional bonds at a premium, although before 
that time they had been below par. 

He also made a masterly argument ifn 
favor of state banks. Mr. Garrard, though 
he was too modest to say so to his audi- 
ence, was the author of the clause repeal- 
ing the tax on state banks in the platform 
of 1892, and has always been a zealous 
worker in that Iie was also re- 
sponsible for the introduction of the income 
tax clause in the democratic platform of 
1892, amd in his speech ably defended that 
measure. Hie scored the crowd that Is 
criticising the clause in the democratic 
platform which attacks the supreme court 
for declaring the income tax illegal.

Atlantic City’s Horrible Collision 
Will Be Made Clear. 


CORONER M'LAUGHLIN SEARCHING CLOSELY 


Railroad Officials Are Watching the 
Developments Keenly—Jury Com- 
posed of Intelligent Men.

Atiantic City, N. J., August 4.—The in- 
quest by Coroner McLaughlin into the 
deaths resulting from the collision between 
the Reading railroad express and the 
Bridreton excurs'on train on the West 
Jersey railroad on the meadows last 
Thursday evening began yesterday. 

The greater part of the testimony heard 
was in explanation of the workings of the 
block signal system. 

Coroner McLaughlin is being assisted in 
conducting the inquest by Prosecutor 
Pleas Perry, who has undertaken the task 
of questioning the witnesses. Both the 
railroad companies are represented by 
counsel at the hearing, and United States 
Senator Sewall, vice president of the West 
Jersey railroud, and George W. Boyd, as- 
sistant general -passenger agent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, came 
here from Cape May in a special train to 
listen to the evidence. Besides, both com- 
panies have stenographers taking the tes- 
timony with an for use in probable 
damag® suits. 

Superintendent Dayton, of the West Jer- 
sey, who was absent from Atlantic City 
at the time of the accident, presented in 
an able way for the benefit of the jury the 
perfections of the block system as a safe- 
guard against coll'sions, but was forced to 
admit that its perfect working depends 
upon infallible human beings. 
Superintendent Diece, of the Reading, ap- 
peared anything but a happy witness, and 
Staved off answering embarrassing ques- 
tions as long as he could and then finally 
admitted that express trains are run at 
nearly full speed in approaching a grade 
cross ng if they are once given the signal 
to go ahead. As the rules of the company 
explicitly that trains approaching a 
crossing shall be under such control that 
they can stop within 150 feet of such cross- 
ing, it would seem that the rule is not 
Strictly observed in the fierce competition 
for business. 

Nicholas Long, day operator at the tow-

Only two weeks previous to the accident, 
his train was signaled to stop at th's very 
crossing and he promptly brought his 
train under control. 

One witness today testified—Conductor 
Pinkerton, of the express—that Farr saw 
the signal set at the crossing for he heard 
him give the signal in reply to notify the 
towerman that he had the signal—a blast 
of his whistle. Conductor Pinkerton inti- 
mated, rather than charged, that the sig- 
nal was suddenly changed on Farr, as he

‘heard the whistle blow furiously in a mo- 


ment again for what he took to be another 
Signal blast. Still this witness was forced 
to admit that when he looked from the 
platform of the car the danger Signal was 
Set and this posit'on of the semaphore 
was corroborated by every other witness. 

It was shown that Farr made every ef- 
fort to stop his train when he saw the 
coming collision and succeeded in reducing 
its speed from forty-five miies an hour to 
fifteen in a few hundred feet. We might 
have jumped after putting on the air 
brakes and reversing his engine, but he died 
with his hand on the lever of his engine. 

Tower Operator George F. Hauser, who 
fet the signals, told a straightforward sto- 
ry as to the positions of the semaphore 
and declared that he did not move the sig- 
nals on the Reading line from where they 
were set when he entered the tower, which 
Was at danger, but only moved those on 
the West Jersey road to a clear track. 

Witnesses testified that it is usual to give 
@ first-class express right of way on rail- 
roeds over excursion trains, and that Hau- 
ser did an unusual thing in giving the latter 
the right of way. Still, as the danger sig- 
nal was set for him. [Farr should have 
stopped even if it was usual for his train 
to get the night of way. 

Fireman Hollahan, of the express, testi- 
fied that he dd not see the signals until 
the train was within twenty-five feet of 
the d.stant signal, and it was then set at 
danger. He knew nothing of Farr’s action 
as he could not see him from his side of 
the cab across the top of the boiler and 
saved his own life by running back to the 
tender. 

Enginger Creiner, of the excursion tra‘n 
testified that he got a clear signa} and 
went over the tracks at the crossing at tne 
rate of thirty miles an hour. He did not 
notice the express particularly until it was 
nearly on top of his train as he was at- 
terntively watching for his signals and sup-

MICHIGAN MINERS MAY SUFFER 


Nearly Eight Thousand Men Thrown 
Out of Work. 

3essemer, Mich., August 4.—The 
mine on Saturduy closed down both day 
and night shifts of No. 9 shaft. This 
completes the shutdown of the Rockefeller 
mines in this city. Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 
shafts now enrploy just enough men to 
keep the mine clear of water. In a large 
number of mines the pumps have peen 
taken out and the mines allowed to fill 
with water. Gogebic range mines are 
practically all shut down at Hurley, Iron- 
wood, Bessemer and Wakefield. There are 
less than 1,000 men at work on the range, 
where at one time there were over 5,000 
men employed.

The several mining com- 
panies have allowed their employes all un- 
occupied lands for use at “‘Pingree farms,” 
but the army worms have destroyed the 
last hope of the miners of having at least 
vegetables to keep body and soul together 
the coming winter.

‘Reports received indicate that Alabama 
has given the democratic nominee a ma- 
jority of forty thousand, and that both 
houses of the legislature will be democratic 
by two-thirds majority."’ 

This announcement was followed by pro- 
longed applause. 

Convict Lease Question. 

“Since 1 have been chief executive of this 
commcnwealth, I have had tc deal with 
the convict lease question. I say it with 
a blush that the present management of 
our convicts is a blot on the fair escutcheonr 
of our state. Since I have been in power I 
have done all that 1 could to see that the 
condition of these unfortunate criminais 
be alleviated. I believe that when a man 
has Lroken the lews of a state he should 
be punished, but in punishing offenders we 
should not forget that he is still a human 
being. No man should be allowed to lay 
the stripe upon the back of a convict ex- 
cept the legally authorized oicer of th? 
State, and such inspection should he sys- 
tematically made as to insure the fact that 
he is taken such care of as becomes a 
Christian land. 

“The convict laws, as they now stand, 
will be executed, But 1 put myself on 
record now, that when next year these 
convict leases expire, and the time comes 
to make a new law as to the employment 
of the state’s criminals, if the legislature 
Should pass another law which authorizes 
the lease of the prisoners to private par- 
ties, 1 w.ll veto it, so help me God’”’ (Loud 
applause.) 

Lhe governor then 
terms to the county 
showing by illustration of incidents the 
horrible practices employed in some of 
these camps, end urging the necessity of 
putting the county criminals under state 
supervision, with a law giving the governor 
authority to have them inspected systemat- 
ically, and giving him such control of them 
as to enable him jo correct any ubuses thas 
might be practiced. He «lso announced his 
bel.ef that such counties and districts as 
cesired to employ their criminais on their 
public roads, should be allowed to do so. 

Discusses National Politics. 

Having announced the democratic plat- 
form, so far as state affairs go, the gover- 
nor entered into a discussion of the na- 
tional platform. He made an earnest and 
logical argument in favor of bimetallism, as 
Cpposed to the s.ngle gold standard. 

He was frequently interrupted by ques- 
tions from populists in the crowd, to all of 
whom he replied with an apt and ready 
wit, which at once confused his opponents. 

Negroes in the Crowd. 

The negroes had :ined themselves up on 
one side of the platform, and were among 
the n.ost earnest and interested listeners in 
the crowd. Governor Atkinson's determined 
Stand on the lynching question has made 
him thousands of friends among the color- 
ed men, and when he came to that question 
in the course of his remarks the negroes 
became all attention. When he advised 
them to stand by the respectable white 
men' who were their friends when no poli- 
tics Was stirring, they signified their ap- 
proval by sundry grunts and amen-corner 
exclamations. When he referred to the way 
in which their children had been given the 
benefit of the publie school system they 
were loud in their apvlanse. Finally, after 
telling them of his efforts to suppress lynch 
law, and his determination to give the law 
a speedy and d.rect course in such cascs, 
Without delay or pardon, they broke out 
in exclamations of delight, and for the 
time being the most enthusiastic supporters 
ihat the governor had in the audience were 
the three hundred black men 

The governor concluded his speech with 
an eloquent peroration, urging the erring 
populists to come back into the ranks and 
stand shoulder to shoulder with the demo- 
crats in their efforts to redeem the country 
from the toils which the money power was 
winding ahout it. When he concluded the 
applause amounted to an ovation, and the

NEW YORK TOOK IT TO HEART 


Chicago Stock Exchange Will Remain 


Closed Awhile. 


WINDY CITY TAKES A HOPEFUL VIEW 


Neither the Diamond Match Nor Bis- 
cuit Company Ruined—Proprie- 
tors Only Hurt.

Chicago, August 4.—It is not at the present | 


possible to make any estimate of how large 
the figure is or what its ramifications may 
be. The Moores have unquestfonably pur- 
chased an enormous line of both New York 
Biscuit and Diamond Match stcck. The 
high price at which Diamond Match has 
been selling makes the sum involved in 
handling it extremely large. The capital 
stock of the Diamcnd Match Company is 
$11,000,000 and of the New York Biscuit Com- 
pany $9,000, and it is estimated 
that the Moores have purchased 
half the capital stock of the 
Diamond Match Company, and their pur- 
chase of New York Biscuit stock perhaps 
bears as large a proportion to the total, 

William H. Moore, senior member of the 
firm, is at present in the east. James H. 
Moore, who has been the immediate active 
manager of the speculative campaign, is in 
Chicago, but last night declared that he 
was not yet in position to make any state- 
ment as to the amount involved. William 
Hi. Moore is the first vice president of the 
Diamond Match Company and president of 
the New York Piscuit Company. James H., 
Moore is second vice president of both. 

The failure had a demoralizing effect on 
stock prices in New York at the opening 
today. Enormous amounts of leading iIs- 
sucs were thrown on the market, and prices 
dropped 1 per cent or so between sales, 
The loss during the first ten minutes of 
business ranged from 1 to 3% #£=~per cent, 
western stocks, like Burlington and Quin- 
cy, Northwest and St. Paul, being the 
greatest sufferers. 

Chicago stock exchange adjourned at 10 
o'clock this morning for an indefinite pe- 
riod. 

This action was decided upon at a meet- 
ing held last night, at which were repre- 
sentative bank presidents, members of 
stqeik exchange committee and a number of 
prominent capitalists. 

This meeitng Was assembled 
after the announcement which was made 
late in the afternoon by Mr. James li, 
Moore, that margin calls could be no long- 
er met. 

The governing committee of the stock ex- 
change held a second meeting this after- 
noon, but accomplished nothing. The 
committee adjourned until tomorrow at 
noon to await the statement promised by 
J. H. Moore as to the finances of Moore 
brothers and their dealings in Diamend 
Match and New York Biscuit stock. It 
was decided that it would not do to re- 
open the exchange until the Moore tangle 
is straightened out. . 

Offers were made around town during 
the afternoon fdr batches of Diamond 
Match stock all the way from 165 to 1%, 
but nobod¥Y seemed to care to sell. 

Talk from P. D. Armour. 

P. Db. Armour, who is supposed to be one 
of the heaviest holders of Diamond Match 
stock, took a hopeful view of the situation 
when seen today. He did not think that 
the failure otf Moore Brothers would af- 
fect any other securities than Diamond 
Match and New York Biscuit, and over 
these he does not expect any panic. Mr. 
Armecur said: 

“All the banks have agreed to make no 
calls on the sto.Z unt!] arral.cements can 
be made and the private individuals who 
heo.id stock are all rich men and able to 
carry it and so 1 see no cause for appre- 
hension.”’

V. Baker, of A. O. Slaughter & Co., states 
that Diamond Match is earning between 
18 and 20 per cent and paying 10, whilst New 
York Discuit pays 6 and earns considerably 
more. 

Mr. J. J. Mitchell, president. of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank, says that there is 
little doubt that a pool will be formed to 
take care of the Diamond Match stock, 

To Syndicate the Stock. 

It is believed that an effort will be made 
to syndicate the Diamond Match stock 
now out at 170. If such action is taken the 
danger of possible failures resulting from 
the collapse of Moore Bros. will be very 
much lessened, 

Chicago banks and bankers, who hold ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 worth of Diamond 
Match stock, as collateral for money loan- 
ed, will not press the borrowers for a set- 
tlement. 

At the big stock brokers’ offices there 
was a genera! feeling of un@asiness, te 
big failure having stunned and surprised 
everybody. No business Was being done in 
local securities, Among the brokers there 
was only approval of the course of the 
exchange officials in closing the institution 
temporarily,

Rockefeller May Be Induced To Give 
the School $80,000. 


HIGHER PRICES FOR COTTON 


President Jones, of the American As- 
sociation, Encouraged—A Case 
Against the Central. 


Macon, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)—At the 
annual meeting of the board of trustees 
of Mercer university held during the com- 
mencement exercises of the institution last 
June a central campaign committee was 
appointed to map out plans, select a can- 
vasser and take charge of the movement 
to raise an endowment fund of $100,000 
for Mercer. 

The campaign committee consists of the 
following trustees: 

Rev. Dr. Henry McDonald, Atlanta; Rev. 
T. W. O'Kelly, Griffin: Rev. Dr. Lansing. 
Burrows, Augusta, and Rev. J. L. White 
and Messrs. E. Y. Mallory and C. B. Will- 
ingham, of Macon. 

The committee is getting ready for active 
work. It has selected a prominent Baptist 
divine as canvasser, but he has not yet 
accepted, and the committee does not de- 
sire to make known his name until his ac- 
ceptance has been received. ‘He will come 
to Macon and meet with the committee 
next Friday and decide positively. He does 
not reside in Macon, but is well known in 
religious and educational circles. If he 
accepts he will enter at once into the field 
to raise the desired endowment, 

During the month of July $2,300 has 
been subscribed to the endowment fund, 
and the money paid to Colonel E. D. Hu- 
guenin, treasurer of Mercer university. 
Of this $2,300 Mr. C. W. Hood, of Har- 
mony Grove gave $2,000, and Mr. George C. 
Selman, of Monroe, Walton county, gave 
$300. Rockefeller has promised to give 
$20,000 if Mercer will raise $80,000. 


A New President. 


Rev. N. L. Kilpatrick, D. D., who died 
yesterday at Hephzibah, had been the pres- 
ident of the board of trustees of Mercer 
university about sixteen vears, having 
succeeded Dr. David E. Butler, of Madi- 
son, on the death of that gentleman. The 
trustees of Mercer are elected for a term 
of three years by the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention, and at the annuai session «f the 
convention this year Dr. Kilpatrick was 
re-elected and was also re-elected pres:- 
dent of the board of trustees. He was 100 
ill, however, to attend the meeting of the 
board last June at the time of the com- 
mencement of Mercer, and his brother, 
tev. J. H. Kilpatrick, of White Plains, Ga., 
was chosen temporary chariman, and pre- 
sided at all the meetings of the board. 
It is thought he will be elected president of 
the board. The election, however, may not 
occur until the next annual meeting of the 
board tn June, 1897. 

Alabama Is Willing. 

A few days ago The Constitution pub- 
lished an article in which it was stated 
that the American Cotton Association had 
been organized with Mr. T. Skelton Jones, 
of Macon, president. The object of the 
association, as stated, is to get h’‘gher 
prices for cotton by relieving the cotton 
producer from the manipulations of Liver- 
pool and New York which fix the price of 
cotton. 

President Jones is in receipt of letters 
from various sections of the south indors- 
ing the association. He received a letter 
today from a prominent planter cnd busi- 
ness man of Alabama advocating the pro- 
ject and signifying his willingness to as- 
sign 5,000 bales of cotton to the associa- 
tion. 


The Road Objects. 

The council of Macon passed an ordi- 
nance some time ago requiring the Central 
railroad to remove the wooden bridge 
across Walnut street, near the park, and 
erect an iron bridge. A similar ordinance 
was passed in reference to substituting an 
iron bridge on Fourth street, where the 
Central crosses. The road has never 
complied with the ordinance. Superinten- 
dent Hoge, as the representative of the 
Central at Macon, was summoned  be- 
fore tne recorder th's morning to show 
cause why the iron bridges have not been 
erected as directed by the ordinance. Su- 
nerintendent Hoge was present with the 
Central's local attorney, Steed & Wimber- 
lv.

Li Hung Chang Abroad. 

Despite the fact that great arfd un- 
Wieldy China was so utterly routed by 
her progressive island neighbor a short 
time ago, her most potential representa- 
tive commands the respect of Europe. 

Li Wung Chang, the Chinese ambassa- 
dor extraordinary, has been made much 
of in Russia, Germany and France, and 
how the preparations for his reception 
in England are occupying the attention 
of Queen Victoria. She has secured for 
his domicile the splendid mansion of 
Lord Lonsdale, on Charlton house _ter- 
race, in London. An elaborate series 
of entertainments and royal events 
has been arranged in his honor. This 
course has been criticised by the Eng- 
lish press, and many unfavorable stories 
are told of the Chinese statesman and 
his party. Vanity Fair warns its read- 
ers against the members of the suite, 
Saying that the bulk of them are a low 
class of men who would not dare to en- 
ter an English or American merchant's 
private reception room at Shanghai. 
Perhaps this is because the English na- 
tion once before entertained an eastern 
potentate, the shah of Persia, and his 
table manners disgusted the publie, 
While his household arrangements at- 
tracted the attention of the sanitary 
authorities. This man was given a 
magnificent palace, such a one as has 
been assigned to the Chinese ambassa- 
dor. On the parler floor he had all the 
meat that was used by the family killed 
in his presence, which did not improve 
the appearance of the furnishings, nor 
was it conducive to good health in the 
vicinity. t 

It is not likely that such scenes will 
be repeated with Li Hung Chang. He 
has conducted himself with propriety 
during the entire tour, but be has his 
peculiarities, just the same. When In- 
vited to dinner he eats from his own 
cuisine before going to the table of his 
host, and there only makes a pretense 
of dining. Ie explains this by saying 
that he is too old to enjoy a change of 
habits, and he does not wish to make 
au face at everything that does not suit 
him. The great Bismarck entertained 
Li Hlung Chang and the same course 
was followed at his table by the orien- 
tal, and when the prince asked him 
how he could judge that the German 
cuisine was not good before trying it, 
he replied ‘by the question: “Would you 
eat with pleasure the Chinese dish of 
rats and dogs, if I served it up at my 
table.”’ 

It is the common belief that the 
Chinese are adepts in the art of dissem- 
bling, and it presumable that this, 
their representative, is a great diplo- 
nat. That he does not employ his pow- 
ers in the matter of euting is nothing 
to his discredit. He certainly has main- 
tained his independence and dignity in 
such a way as should make ridiculous 
the Americans who ape anything, and 
everything English, and = always find 
away from home the best. This disposi- 
tion of the Chinese to eling to the 
customs of his fathers is not always a 
bad thing. ‘There much to acd- 
mired in Chinese customs. and where 
they have a disposition to retain all 
that is good of their own and yet throw 
open their gates to learn of the outside 
world, they are acting wisely. 

That Li Hung Chang maintains his 
celestial diet is po sign that he is not 
acquiring new ideas of government and 
of general progress, which is, after all. 
the object of his journey through 
Murope.

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Two Notable Men. 

Amid the smoke and conflict of the 
political battle in Alabama two notable 
figures deserve attention. 

The first is the standard bearer of 
democracy, Captain Joseph I’.

In the dark 
days when the party was controlled by 
men who had forgotten its principles, 
Captain Johnston held his place and or- 
ganized for victory, holding aloft the 
Standard of true democracy, under 
whose folds he invited all honest men 
of Alabama to align themselves. He 
inaugurated that fight within the ranks 
of the party which won the convention 
at Montgomery and set the pace for the 
democracy of the union, the culmination 
of which was witnessed in the great 
triumph at Chicago. Paying attention 
to the details of the local canvass, he not 
only brought the masses back into the 
home of their fathers during the initia- 
tory campaign, but after the convention 
was held he rallied them to make their 
presence felt on the 3d of August, and 
that presence is best seen in the mag- 
nificent victory which was rolled up 
for democracy and for Johnston.

B. Knox. Mr. Knox was a gold stand- 
ard man, but never for an instant did 
he permit himself to be led in opposi- 
tion to the will of the people.

TRAINS MUST MOVE on. 


“Must Block No More Crossings,” Says 
Judge Calhoun. 

Judge Calhoun, of the recorder’s court, is 
breaking the record in trying important 
test cases. He heard @ Case yesterday af- 
ternoon which is of vital importance, not 
only to the railroads of the city, but to the 
public as well. 

It was a case of a freight train blocking 
a street crossing longer than the time al- 
lowed by law. The ordinance states that 
no train shall stand on a crossing within 
the city limits longer than three minutes, 
and the offenders are liable to a fine. 

Heretofore it has been the custom of 
pedestrians to step over the platforms of the 
cars and proceed on their journey, thereby 
preventing any delay, but Judge Calhoun 
says that this must be stopped, and he is 
fining people almost every day in his court 
for this offense. 

There is no other recourse, therefore, but 
to wait. Sometimes it is only three min- 
utes, and again it is much longer. There 
are some trains, the Officials state, which 
cannot be moved in the required length of 
time, and consequently the law is disobeyed 
nearly every day. 

Judge Calhoun states that this practice 
must be stopped and that he intends to do 
it at all hazards. He will not accept the 
fact that the train is blockaded or cut off 
from the track as any excuse, and will fine 
the offenders just the same. 

He also held that even if it took a freight 
train longer than three minutes to pass the 
crossing while in motion he would hold the 
company liable. The only remedy for this 
difficulty, as the judge suggested, is to split 
the train and run it across the crossing in 
separate sections. 

Several nights ago Sergeant Abbott, of 
the local police force, Was passing down 
West Mitchell street toward the crossing 
and he was blockaded by an outgoing 
freight train on the Atlanta and West Point 
road. There were several citizens there 
also, who were making the air blue with 
their protestations on account of the delay. 
They stated that they had been there fully 
fifteen minutes waiting for the train te 
move so they could cross. 

Sergeant Abbott pulled out his watch and 
waited about five minutes before the train 
started to move—two minutes over the time 
allowed by law. He then found Conductor 


Will May and made a case against him for , 


blockading the crossing. 

At the trial yesterday afternoon he de- 
fense sought to show that Conductor May's 
traih wad unavoidably sidetracked to allow 
& passenger train to pass and that it was 
also blockaded in front by a switch engi.ie. 
It was claimed that if the freight had gone 
ahead there might have been a wreck, and 
that therefore there was nothing to but to 
wait. 

These arguments, however, had no weight 
with Judge Calhoun. He fined Conductor 
May only $3 and costs, however, but told 
him that the trains had to move In the 
future and that the scheduies tmust be 
made so as not to prevent. 

‘That crossing,” said he, “beloigs to the 
city and not to the railroad company. It 
has been the hardest thing in the worid 
to get the companies to realize ‘his fact. 
The law is very plain on this point, and I 
have sworn to uphold it, and I am guing 
to do it at any cost’ 

“Well, judge,” asked Conductor May, 
“suppose a freight train Was crossing the 
street with a train of thirty cars, and it 
was utterly impossible for them to get 
across in three minutes, would you hold 
us lable then?’ 

‘Most assuredly,”’ was che quick refoind- 
er. “I would fine you then just.as quickly 
as I have now. You can get across these 
streets within the required time, and you 
have either got to do it or suffer. If your 
long freight train can’t go across any oth- 
er way, cut it in two and move it in Sec- 
ticns.”’ 

Tiere is still another point in -his de- 
cision which is of even more vital interest 
to the train crews. They will be held lia- 
ble for the violation of the above law in- 
stead of the railroad companies. 

The defense put up the plea that the con- 
acting under the orders cf 
their sv»criors. The companies had made 
the schedules anJd the men had either to 
obey them or lose their jobs. ‘The cuestion 
was, could the crews be held liable for 
an act which it was impossible for trem 
to prevent? 

Judge Calhoun held that they were. He 
tnat of course the companies were 
really to blame and that the men should 
collect the fines from their Superiors if they 
could, but that it was his duty to iine the 
men who had charge of the frain.

Serious 
injury to the crop is reported throughout 
the district, more particularly in Arkansas 
and Mississippi, where the severry> of 
drought has been most damaging. Up to 
July 28th the estimate of injury from 
drought and rust in these two states is 
24 1-3 and 22% per cent, respectively. Con- 
ditions have continued to deteriorate -since 
July 28th, and daily the injury is. being 
augmented. In some sections drought has 
prevailed since April 19th. The tempera- 
ture since July 18th has been abnormally 
high, and there is no break either in 
drought or extreme hot weather.

Farmers Up in Arms. 

Commissioner Nesbitt was not in Atlan- 
ta yesterday and could not be seen in re- 
gard to his letter. He has received many 
letters of protest against the increase in 
the price of cotton ties and his letter 
Outlines his opinions in the matter, The 
commissioner is of the opinion that since 
the farmers are in a better condition 
than they have been for nrany years and 
will not have to buy more than 5 per 
cent of the provisions which they bought 
two years ago, they can hold their cotton, 

The department of which Mr. Nesbitt 
is the head has volunteered to give the 
matter a thorough investigation and see if 
uny substitute can be had for the steel 
ties. Wire seems to be the most desir- 
able. Rope has been suggested but the 
insurance compantes would insist on rais- 
ing insurance rates enormously if rope 
was adopted. ‘The reason for this is that 
if the bale caught fire the rope would 
break when burned and the bale would 
expand, enabling the cotton to burn like 
a tinder box, whereas with the steel ties 
the cotton is so compressed that the fire 
can at best only smoulder and cannot 
blaze forth as it could with ropes, 

Letters of Protest. 

Among the letters received by the com- 
missioner of agriculture is the following 
set of resolutions recently adopted at a 
mass meeting of farnrers of Troup county: 

Whereas a cotton tie trust has re- 
cently been organized and advanced 
the price of cotton ties nearly 100 per 
cent, adding an additional cost to the 
cotton grower of about $1,500,000; and 

Whereas, We regard this advance as 

Oppressive and unjust and we call 

upon the planters of Georgia and the 

other cotton states to take immediate 
action looking to a substitute for the 
present cotton tie, either of wire or 
such other material as may be deemed 
sufficient. We disclaim any attempt 
to hamper legitimate business, but in 
view of the times, cannot look upon this 
movement otherwise than as an un- 
just attenrpt to ‘‘reap where they have 
not sown and gather where they have 
not strewn;” therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, the 

Troup county, will resist to the bitter 
end all such attempts at robbery un- 
der the guise of business and put this 
trust on notice that we will not sub- 
mit to such unconscionable exactions, 

Resolved further, That a copy of this 
preamble and resolutions be forwarded 
to our commissioner of agriculture for 
such action as he may think best and 
that the press of the state be request- 
ed to publish the same.

Hardware men and wholesale 
dealers in bagging and ties who were in- 
terviewed yesterday expressed a_ willing- 
ness to sign contracts calling itor the 
livery of ties at any time during the sea- 
son at the present price. They do jot ex- 
pect a rise in price. 

The merchants will be just as ready 
to supply the demand for wire with which 
to bind up cotton bales as they are to 
furnish the old-fashioned ties in case the 
farmers as a Class decide to adopt wire. 
Most of the merchants, however, have tin 
large orders for the old-fashioned ties 
and they will be obliged to take thenr, 
from the manufacturers, Naturally they 
wish to dispose of them. In support of 
their position that the old-fashioned ties 
are the only kind to be used the merchants 
deciare that wire will cut through the 
bagging and that it will not mrake a good 
binding cord. They believe that every 
compresser who ships cotton abroad will 
insist on tying the bales with the old- 
fashioned ties and that he will deduct 
from the price paid for cotton the expense 
of replacing the wire with the regulation 
ties, In that case the farmers will be the 
losers.

Captain Ellis Presentsd the Ticket 
and It Was Approved Quietly.

One hundred and seven men met in the 


Imperial theater last night and ratifled the 
Neal ticket selected by’ the “committee of 
forty at the city hall Monday night. 

The meeting was a quiet one and devoid 
of special interest. Captain W. dD. Ellis 
presented the ticket to the meeting and his 
well-worded eulogy of the different candi- 
dates brought a round of hand clapping 
each time. Captain Ellis was given close 
a‘tention,. being interrupted only one time 
during his speech. 

That single interruption created the In- 
cident of the meeting. Captain Ellis was 
eulogizing Mr. George W. Sciple. A_ tall, 
bewhiskered citizen, whose voice was good 
but Whose”speech was disconnected, arose 
and said that as a “member of the third 
ward” he desired to protest against the 
selection of Mr. Sciple as against Captain 
D. A. Beatie. He thought the best interests 
of the city demanded it. ‘‘l am essentially 
a Beatie man, Mr. Chairman, and I move 
that he be substituted for Mr. Sciple,’’ 
Said the speaker, unsteadily. 

Chairman Neal ruled the objector out 
of order at that time and Captain Ellis 
proceeded after the meeting quieted down 
from laughter. Later the obstreperous cit- 
izen arose, and with gesticulation, evidently 
unirained, renewed his motion, but the 
meeting declined to respect his wishes. No 
second was made to The motion and Mr. 
Sciple was left on the Neal ticket. 

There was one objection when Chairman 
Neal put the motion on the ratification of 
the ticket. The ratification was made with- 
debate or objection except as stated. 
Steve R. Johnson, whose name was 
the committee of forty. Monday 
night, paid a warm tribute to Mr. George 
Sciple, Mr. Johnson declaring his earnest 
support of the whole ticket. Although he 
did have an aspiration to represent his 
ward in the council, he would loyally stand 
by his life-long friend, Mr. Sciple. 

How the Ticket Was Ratified. 

The meeting was called to order at 8:30 
o'clock. Chairman Neal occupied a seat on 
the stage of Mr. W. D. Smith’s handsome 
little theater. The small audience was scat- 
tered. Mr. Neal reviewed the history of 
the movement Which resclted in the meet- 
ing. He said that Captain Ellis would pre- 
sent the ticket as agreed upon by the com- 
mittee of forty. 

Captain Ellis was pleasantly greeted and 
he addressed his auditors. He said that the 
ticket Was agreed upon merely as a sugges- 
tion to the voters in the primary. The com- 
mittee of forty had endeavored and suc- 
ceeded in selecting good men—representa- 
tive citizens.

The vote was taken and 
after a motion offered by Captain Ellis that 
the committee of forty be continued to fill 
vacancy that might arise and also to 
a campaign committee, the meeting 
The crowd dispersed quietly. 


Who Were Present. 

Among those present were about twenty- 
five or thirty members of the committee of 
forty ticket. The crowd 
Was not as large as the meeting which au- 
thorized Captain Neal to appoint the com- 
mittee at the same place one day last 
week.

with the return of their property to the tax 
receiver's oflice, the list will be made com- 
plete and the books will be closed for the 
year. 

Under a resolution passed a few weeks 
ago by the county commissioners, all de- 
nquents will be double taxed. anu a delay 
of a few days may cost them as much 4s 
the assessment was at the beginning of 
the year. 

Arother reason for the rush in Mr. Arm- 
istead’s office is attributed to the fact that 
the commissioners are waiting tor the con- 
solidation of the tax returns in order to tx 
the tax rate for the ensuing year. This 
cannot be done until the tax receivers 
books are closed and all the footings made 
and extensions run out. These totals are 
then consolidated by the commissioners, 
and the amount of tax to be received and 
the amount of expenses to be met are 
weighed in the balance together, and it Is 
easily seen how much each tax payer must 
furnish toward defraying the expenses of 
the county. A special meeting of the com- 
missioners will be called for this work, and 
it will probably be about the middle of 
August before the rate is fixed.

Last week Mr. C. C.

Under- 
billing is an offense against a state iuw, 
as well aS against an interstate commerce 
law, and it is punishable by heavy fines 
In addition to that, the injured par‘y can 
sue the railroad company which allowed 
underbilling for damages, and he is entitled 
to recover for all the injury cone to his 
business. Discrimination against one ship- 
per in favor of another is one of tne Se- 
rious offenses against the laws and it is 
punishable by heavy penalties. 

The papers in the case against Mr.Stone 
were prepared and submitted to the attor- 
ney general of the state. They will be 
presented to Judge Lumpkin § Friday 
morning. Mr. Dupont Guerry, of Ma- 
con, represents Mr. Stratton. It is an 
important case. It is the first time in Geor- 
gia that the state railroad commission has 
met with a refusal of this kind. In Ala- 
bama there was a case which was some- 
what similar. An agent of a railroad 
clined to produce certain books and he 
was sent to jail by .a judge and was kept 
there for three montns, the railroad in the 
meantime settling the case by payiug the 
complainant something like $40,000, There 
have been similar cases in the United 
States courts and the decisions were that 
the courts could cuvinpel officials of railroads 
to bring the books into court. As a result, 
there are now several railroad men and 
some confidential clerks in the Sig meat 
packing houses, who have fled from the 
jurisdiction of the court to escape going 
to jail. :

Louisiana Will Imprison for Altering 
Railroad Ticket or Offering One. 

Louisiara has a law prohibiting the alter- 
ation of railroad tickets, which will make it 
go hard with a certain class of scalpers, 
new law goes into effect August 12th. It not 
only provides severe penalties for alteriug a 
ticket or selling gne Known to have been 
altered or in any way forged, ut .t also 
provides for the imprisonment of any pas- 
senger who offers such a torged ticket for 
passage on a train in the state. 

The text of the law as sent out in circular 
form by General Passenger Agent Morse, 
of the Southern Pacific, reads as foliuws: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the ;+eneral 
assembly of the state of Louisiana taat sec- 
tion £33 of the revised statutes of the state 
of Lou siana be re-enscted so as ‘to read as 
folloves: 

* ‘Whoever, with intent to defraud, shall 
forge, counterfeit or falsely alter any 
ticket, order for ticket, ccupon, receipt for 
fare, pass, check or other paper or wr.ting 
entitling or purporting to entitle the noider 
or proprietor thereof Lo passage 
upon and railway, or in any vessel 
er other public conveyance; and whoever, 
with like intent shail sell, exchange or 
deliver, or ‘keep or offer for saie, exchauge 
or delivery, or shall be receive upon any 
purchase, exchange or delivery, auy such 
ticket, or other paper or writing, knowing 
the same to have been forged, counterfeited 
or falsely altered, shall be guilty of forgery, 
and on conviction shall be punished by 
imprisonment at hard labor for not iess 
than one year nor more than five yeers. 

“*Whoever for the purpose of restoring 
to its original appearance and nominal 
value in whole or in part, shall remove, 
conceal, fill up or obliterate the cuts, marks, 
punch holes cr other evidence of cancella- 
tion from any ticket, order for ticket, cou- 
pon, receipt for fare. pass, check or other 
paper or writing entitiing or purporting to 
entitle the holder or proprietor thereof to 
passage on any railway, or in any vessel 
or other public conveyance, with intent to

Thirty thousand votes were cast, and the 
proposition to sell was defeated by a ma- 
jority of 338 votes, or one for each mile from 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga. The two lines 
which wanted to buy offered to pay $18,000,- 
C00 in bonds. $2,000,000 in cash and agreed to 
spend $2,000,000 in improvements. The offer 
was made by Colonel A. B. Andrews, first 
vice president of the Southern, and. Mr. 
Taylor, representing the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton. The offer had been favor- 
ably passed upon by the board of adminis- 
tration, and by the sinking fund commis- 
sion of Cincinnati.

It was reported that Cox 
Eot $25,000 to carry the election in favor of 
the sale. He and his associates neglected to 
distribute it properly, the fund congested in 
the pockets of a few, and the sale was 
defeated, The Germans and the Catholics 
voted solidly against the sale.

Not So Large as Expected, but Will 
Be Gathered Early—Other In- 
teresting Crop News. 


The excessively hot weather of the past 
week has had an injurious effect upon 
rrowing crops and the result that the 
outlook not as bright as it was ten 
days ago. If rains had been frequent and 
jn extent the hot weather wouid 
not have been so disastrous! and might 
even have resulted in benefit but all rains 
which have fallen have been too violent and 
they have not been distributed generally 
throughout the state. A° great many vio- 
lent storms have swept over certain parts 
of the state accompanied by rains which 
amounted almost to cloudbursts. These 
rains have done more harm than good to 
growing crops. 

The official crop bulletin which was is- 
sued yesterday from the weather bureau 
gives a clear idea of the crop conditions 
in Georgia. It is as follows: 

“During the past seven days abnormal- 
ly high temperature has prevailed through- 
out the state. This, coupled with the ex- 
cessive amount of sunshine and little rain, 
has had rather a bad effect upon most 
growing crops. Especially is this true in the 
central and southern sections of the state.

pushed vigorously; both corn and tobacco 
continues 1n promising condition; consider- 
able wheat and Oats thrashed and hay se- 
cured; irish and sweet potatoes an aver- 
age yield; some fodder pulling done. 

North Carolina%lntense heat and drought 
have caused considerable deterioration in 
cotton, torcing it to maturity; considerable 
shedding of bolls reported; opening rapidly 
in south; early corn safe; iate corn and 
tobacco tired; early cabbage bursting open; 
crops improved in hortheast and west por- 
tions. 

North Carolina—Intense heat and drought 
by excessive heat and want of rain; cori 
maturing rapidly; todder pulling general; 
cotton opening and picking pegun; much 
complaint of rust and shedding; tine weatn- 
er for rice, sweet potatoes and cane; unta- 
vorable for tobacco, turnips and gardens; 
favorable for trucking interests. 

Georgia—kxcessive heai, abundant sun- 
shine and little rain seriously injured cot- 
ton in portions of central and southern sec- 
tions, while in the northern section the crop 
is excellent; corn is good except on low- 
lands in localities where overfiowed; past- 
ures and gardens good and will be benetit- 
ted by rain last ot week, 
k'lorida—Temperature decidedly above 
normal, in many cases proving injurious 
to crop growtn; rainfall limitea; the need 
for moisture becoming general; general 
condition of cotton below the average; enor- 
mous quantity of fodder noused; orange 
groves show excellent growth. 
Alabama—Excessive heat with light scat- 
tered showers causing cotton to open pre- 
maturely, which, with much rust and shed- 
ding, will shorten the yield promised two 
weeks ago; picking under way and first 
bale marketed 28th, which is very early; 
corn sulfering and will be short crop; other 
crops uninjured as yet. 

Mississippi—Too dry and hot; cotton in- 
jured seriously by shedding; picking con- 
linues and becoming general; cotton open- 
ing rapidly and new bales being marketed 
in nearly all sections; corn and other crops 
damaged beyond redemption; crops con- 
ceded to be much shorter than anticipated 
a few weeks ago. 

Louisi:ana—Severe and protracted drought 
continues in north portion; cotton continugs 
deteriorating, is shedding badly and open- 
ing fast; cotton picking progressing slowly 
on account of heat; all crops in north por- 
tion in bad condition; cane generally ex- 
cellent, but needs more rain; rice cutting 
commenced; needs rain. 

Texas—The week has been warm and dry, 
which has been unfavorable for cotton, as 
the crop needs rain, except in southern 
Texas, where the weather has been favor- 
able for picking; cotton is opening earlier 
than usual and in some places prematurely: 
picking is well advanced in southern por- 
tions of the state and is in progress over 
o.hner portions; rust has damaged the crop 
in some localities; late corn has continued 
to improve, and is a fair crop; early rice is 
a fair crop, but late rice will be short un- 
less rain falls soon, 

Arkansas—Highest temperature 
corded in this state, together with practi- 
cally no rain and hot, drying winds have 
worked irreparable injury to all crops; cot- 
ton has ceased grewing and is shedding 
leaves and squares and prematurely open- 
ing; corn will give a very poor yield; past- 
ures are dried up, wells failing and stock 
water. becoming scarce; all’ crops fine in 
extreme northeast counties. 
Tennessee—Excessive heat: sunshine r@l 
dryness favored haying, plowing and fin- 
ishing thrashing and promoted maturing of 
crops; early corn safe; fine crop, but late 
corn is inferior: tobacco is generally fine. 
but worms numerous; serious drought in 
portions of western section; cotton shed- 
ding rapidly: all growing crops need rain.

The only change in the weather conditions 
in the United States yesterday was a rise 
in temperature in the north and northwest. 
In Atlanta and vicinity the temperature 
continued excessively high, passing beyond 
the 90 mark, as it has done every day 
for two weeks. 

The barometric conditions are almost ex- 
actly as they have been for twelve days, 
during which time the south has suffered 
such unusual hot weather. Seldom has the 
area Of low barometer stood for sucha long 
time in one place. The conditions existing 
now are very remarkable and almost with- 
out precedent in the history of the weather 
bureau. 

Forecaster Marbury repeated his stereo- 
typed phrase when seen last night. ‘“‘There 
is no sign of relief in sight. Conditions re- 
main just as they have been for two weeks 
past.”’ 

Forecast Marbury summed up the situa- 
tion in his official report yesterday as fol- 
lows: 

“Little or no change has occurred during 
the past twenty-four hours in the relative 
positions of the high and low areas. . The 
high in the south has increased somewhat 
in energy and moved slightly northward, 
now covering the entire cotton belt. 

“With the exception of a few stations in 
the upper Missouri valley clear weatler pre- 
vails over the entire map. 

“The rains during the past twenty-four 
hours have been in the form of local show- 
ers, and with the exception of 1.08 inches at 
St. Paul and 1.06 inches at Atlanta, the falis 
have been light. 

‘Little or no change has occurred in tem- 
perature exceptin the north and northwest, 
where a slight rise is noticed. Conditions 
are favorable for continued high tempera- 
ture and local thunder showers.”’ 

Hot Weather and Tornadoes. 

Attention was called in the columius of 
The Constitution more than a w@®k ago to 
the fact that the unusual heat seemed pro- 
ductive of great storms. A map was pub- 
lished showing a line of cyciones and tor- 
nadoes extending from Colorado eastward 
to Pittsburg. These cyclones seemed to go 
hand in hand with the excessively hot 
wave. Since the publication of this map in 
The Constitution the terrific storm which 
struck Atlanta before dawn yesterday 
morning and the cyclone which swept over 
Douglasville yesterday afternoon have illus- 
trated the relation between storms and heat 
in this immediate neighborhood. 

The storm which woke all Atlanta yester- 
day morning soon after 1 o'clock by its 
terrific force was fairly outdone at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon by the gales of 
cyclonic foree that struck Douglasville. The 
injury to property in Dougkasville was con- 
ciderable. Trees were uprooted and the 
roofs of houses blown off in great numbers.
